WASHINOTON, D. C. — Repre- 
eentative Victor L. Berger be- 
Heves that the. federal olBelals at In¬ 
dianapolis used “a little too much 
foresight’* In ordering on Nov. 19— 
40 days before the' iron workers, 
charged with dynamiting oonspiracy. 
were convicted—a special train to 
conduct them from Indianapolis to 
the federal prison at Fort Leaven¬ 
worth. 

Consequently Berger has seat for 
original train orders, etc., with the 
Idea of pressing a congressional In¬ 
vestigation if charges that the train 
v.'as ordered weeks In advance of tho 
jail oonvlctlon are substantiated.' 

Berger has beeu shown copies of 
letters showing that on Nov. 19 a pro- 
ilminary '.etter w,.s sent out to rail¬ 
road men ordering them to prepare 
for the epectal train. The first let¬ 
ter on Nov. 19, said that the train 
would ‘ probably’’ be needed. On 
Dec. 14 a letter was sent to yarlmas- 
ters by L. L. Kensinger. superintend¬ 
ent of the St Louis Terminal co.m- 
pany, positively ordering the train for 
Jan. 1. This was 14 days before the 
jury reported on the case.

W IILE discussing SociaUam with a fellow Catholic, I enot 
ventured the statement that Cardinal Manning and Arch¬ 
bishop Von Kottler were real friends of the working etaae. 
"Aw, don't bring religion into it,", exclaimed my friend. 

I tried to explain then and 1 want to explain now that the 
church gives me the right to bold any political views I chooee, so 
long es 1 tccopt her authority in matters of fsith and morals. 

Tbe clergy and hierarchy, in their capacity as shapherds of the 
flock, may advise and admonish me; they may conaider my opin¬ 
ions foolish and my persistence in them utter folly, but not until 
tbe pope passes upon them ex cathedra must I abandon them. The 
pope, es yet, has not spoken ex cathedre on SociaUam, and nevbr 
will. 

If a spokesman of my church misrepresenta the tenets of my 
political or economic faith, then I have a perfect right, which 1 
s'-'sll vigorously exercise, to correct his miaconoepriona and mis¬ 
statements. 

I shall try to be very temperate and respectful in the following 
pages. The reader must not consider any statement I might make 
relative to the attitude of Catholic churchmen toward Socialiara, 
as an attack on their priestly offices. I answer them not as priests, 
but as men. 

In the following I shall try to prove the proposition that 
one may be both a Catholic and a SKialist. If, in the Smalleat 
measure. I correct some of the false impressions of Socialism pre^ 
vailing among my Catholic fellow citizens, I feel that my effort 
shall not be without reward. 

the early church. 

When the Christian church was born nearly two thousand 
years ago. the common man was i chattel slave. The pagan pa¬ 
tricians of ancirnt Rome taught that a slave was without soul. 

Among the slaves was a highly developed spirit of brotherhood 
that manifested itself in what was called sodalities (organizations 
similar to our own trade unions). 

When the disciples of Christ came out of Palestine with their 
message of God's fatherhood they found the slave claaa of Rome 
eager for the word. Christianity gave the slave that moat pre¬ 
cious boon, the greatest solace—hope of immortality. 

While the slaves in great numbers accepted the word, the early 
church, in its turn, patronized the sodalities or unions, until primi¬ 
tive Christianity became not only the spiritual inspiration of the 
common life, but also the reflection and guide of its economic 
aspirations and ideals. 

Christianity in the beginning was as much a militant economic 
organization of the working class as it was a religion. “We must 
adm-t," says Prof. Nitti, in his magnifleent work. "Catholic Social¬ 
ism,” that Christianity was a vast «»-onomic revolution more than 
anything else.' "The early fathers of the church,” he continues, 
"faithful to the teachings of Christ professed thoroughly commu¬ 
nistic theories and could not have maintained theories contrary to 
those held by Chris; and the Apoatles."

Our cwn Victor L Berger, Socialist coBgreaamen from Mil¬ 
waukee, fully corroborates the claim of the riturd) that It was the 
first to dignity labor. “During serfdom,"* he says, "labor com¬ 
menced to rise in men's estimation. To the great credit of the mo¬ 
nastic orders of the west, it must be said, that they Were the flrst 
to confer dignity to the manual workers. Among them must par- 
ticularly be mentioned, with honor, the great Benedictine order 
which laid down the inflexible rule that its members must support 
themselves with labor b*' their hands. The great Bishop Thomas a 
Kemplt, was a Benedictine, and in the summertime used to work 
in the fields with his monks.” 

George D. Herron, for many years a prominent American, 
■n writing of the debt we owe the church, says: “With 
enormous exaggeration, Proteitant historians and sectarian agita¬ 
tors have dwelt upon tbe corruptions of the monks. Wide and 
deep corruptions existed, it s true; but they came os the natural 
fruit of the great endowments which wealth and feudal powers 
brought to the monastery in later times; and' they were but inci¬ 
dental in a system which was the channel through which came 
aboutall that is worth having in modem civilization. Through the 
monastery the Renaissance and Greek democracy came to Europe. 
Out of the monastery rose the great arts, the university, the cathe¬ 
dral, the revivals of Francis and Bernard and the crusades. The 
monk was the pioneer of industry and agriculture, as well at of 
iatrning and of zhe crou; it was he who founded cities and states 
in the forests, among the barbiriaos; it was he who defended the 
weak from their feudal and sava^ oppressois, and sought to di¬ 
minish the sufferings due to the wide poverty that was the creation 
of feudal wars and feudal monopoly of the land." 

It is unfortunate that tbe great mass of Socialist criticism ema¬ 
nating from Catholic sources does not bear the inteU^tnal breadth 
and the regard for truth that characterizes these statements of 
leading Socialists concerning the church. Medieval communism 
which has given birth to aucti glorious achievementjs is not Social¬ 
ism. Socialists do not believe and never have believed in com¬ 
munism as a social order. Socialists believe that only the things 
all the people use publicly and need publicy should be owned pub¬ 
licly—the large mills, the mines, the land and the means of trans- 
portation and exchange. (cowct-c-ozd nbxt w-.ek.)
